Allowable Subject Matter 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
prior arts of record fail to anticipate or render obvious the following recited 
features: subtracting said linear combination from the frequency components 
generated by said at least one line termination modem and applying a resulting 
difference to the demapping means of at the least one line termination modem as 
recited in claims 1 and 7. Demapping the third complex value to a phase 
modulation constellation point, making a comparison of the phase modulation 
constellation point and the third complex value and generating an error based on 
the comparison as recited in claims 18, 29, 36 and 39.
